Leisure 
centres 
will now 
go ahead 

TWO new leisure centres 
look set to be built after 
scaled back plans were re¬ 
jected by councillors. Long- 
awaited proposals to build 
new centres in Oak Park 
and Bloxwich, were under 
threat after costs rocketed. 

But new options put 
forward, which included 
building two smaller leisure 
centres, were thrown out by 
members of a scrutiny panel 
last week. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete 
Smith said: “We have a duty 
and a vision for the future. 
If we don’t use this opportu¬ 
nity now we will lose it. An¬ 
ything less than option one 
will not be good enough.” 

Leisure and culture boss 
Councillor Anthony Harris 
added: “I have a long term 
vision on leisure centres. 
We need fitter people in our 
community. I even want to 
see new leisure centres in 
other areas of Walsall.” 

New centres are due to be 
built in Oak Park, in Wal¬ 
sall Wood, and Bloxwich to 
replace dated facilities. 

It was originally expected 
to cost a total of between 
£15 to £21 million - but the 
expected cost has risen to 
nearly £24m. 

It comes as Walsall Coun¬ 
cil faces £21m budget cuts in 
the coming year and 277 job 
losses. 

The plans will now go to 
cabinet to be discussed. 

Man stabbed 
in park attack 

A MAN suffered serious in¬ 
juries after being stabbed in 
a park in broad daylight. 

Police were called to Wil- 
lenhall Memorial Park in 
Pinson Road on Monday 
afternoon. The 40-year-old 
was taken to hospital after 
being stabbed in the torso 
and, although serious, his 
injuries are not believed to 
be life-threatening. 

A 15-year-old boy was 
later on suspicion of assault 
and remained in custody on 
Tuesday morning. Officers 
said it was not believed to 
be a random attack. 


DEATH SPARKS 
CROSSING CALL 


RESIDENTS are calling for pedestrian 
crossings to be built along the busy 
Brownhills Road where 12-year-old 
Jack Garrington was knocked down. 

A petition has been started by campaigners 
following the death of the popular Shire Oak 
Academy pupil who was in collision with a lor¬ 


ry on Chester Road in ] 
chor pub on Thursday 

He died at the scene of the 
crash despite efforts to save 
him. Now members of the 
community have come for¬ 
ward to back calls for traffic 
calming measures to be put 
in place along Chester Road 
North. 

They also want to see Lin- 
don Road’s zebra crossing 
replaced with traffic lights. 

Ward councillor David 
Turner gave his support to 
the petition. 

He said: “This section 
of Chester Road down to 
Newton Road is one of the 
busiest in the country and 
there have been many calls 
to the Highways Agency to 
do something about it. 

Support 

“There are people trying 
to cross the busy dual car¬ 
riageway while buses are 
stopping and starting there 
all the time. There is one 
pedestrian crossing and I 
think that there needs to 
be at least three, especially 
after what happened. It is 
a shame that it takes the 
death of a young man for 
a petition to be set up and 
for something to be done 
about the situation. I hope 
the Government will take 
notice and put in some more 
crossings.” 

The petition currently has 
160 signatures while a Face- 
book page set up in support 
of road improvements has 
more than 2,000 supporters.

The petition reads: “We 
have set up this petition to 
highlight and show Walsall 
MBC the strong feelings 
that people have regard¬ 
ing the lack of pedestrian 
crossings for the Shire Oak 
schoolchildren. Everyday 
the children walking up 
and down Chester Road 
have to contend with the 
Anchor bridge and Lindon 
Road junction where there 
is a pathetic bollard and 
fast-moving traffic. There 
is also on Lindon Road an 
out of the arc zebra crossing 
which needs to be updated 
to traffic lights as the cars 
rarely stop. 

“No other family should 
have to have the heartache 
that Jack’s family are going 
through right now.” Since 
the accident scores of chil¬ 
dren have visited the scene 
where Jack died and left 
ties, flowers and tributes. 

About 30 claret coloured 
school ties also he on the 
roadside while a further 
25 ties from the academy 
in nearby Lichfield Road, 
Walsall Wood, also decorate 
a green lamp post. Council¬ 
lor Turner added: “It is nice 
to see the children are pre¬ 
pared to show a mark of re¬ 
spect like this and just goes 
to show how well liked this 
young lad was.”

£ 60 k target to fulfil Amber’s dream 



Pelsall Village school have launched an appeal to raise £60,000 for Amber Porterfield, seen with mum Susannah 


AMBER Porterfield has a dream - that 
one day she will be able to walk. And 
now an entire community is getting 
behind a £60,000 fundraising effort to 
help the five-year-old. 

The Pelsall Village School Year 1 
pupil has spastic diplegic cerebral 
palsy and uses a walking frame and 
a wheelchair to get about. Her family 
have launched the appeal, with the 
help of the school, to come up with the 
cash to cover the costs of a life-chang¬ 
ing operation in the United States. 

If it proves successful the treatment 
will help her to walk unaided. 

The proceeds will also help the fam¬ 


ily to go with her to the Cerebral Palsy 
Centre at the St Louis Children’s Hos¬ 
pital, Missouri, for the selective dorsal 
rhizotomy (SDR) operation. 

She has limited mobility in her 
lower limbs because the signals from 
her brain to the spine do not work. 

The proposed procedure on her 
spine would test the nerves with elec¬ 
trodes to find which is causing the 
stiffness in her lower limbs. This nerve 
would then be cut. Her mother Susan¬ 
nah Kemp, aged 33, explains: “Amber 
was assessed last year to see whether 
she could have this operation here. 

Then in January she had a fol¬ 


low-up consultation and we were told 
that she was suitable. However, a few 
weeks later I found out that funding 
for this operation by the NHS was 
stopped in April last year. “That is 
why we are going to America. We have 
already raised £3,500 online and by 
people phoning the school which is 
brilliant. The school has been great.” 

Events start tomorrow, Good Friday 
with a charity night at the Saddlers 
Supporters Club, in Bescot Crescent. 
Other events include a boxing night 
featuring Amber’s dad Mark and a 
charity night is due at Pelsall Labour 
Club. 


Husband 
who killed 
bride gets 
21 years 

A GAY bank worker who 
murdered his wife and 
burnt her body after she 
threatened to expose his 
sexuality has been jailed for 
a minimum of 21 years. 

Jasvir Ram Ginday was 
given a life sentence for the 
pre-meditated killing of his 
new bride Varkha Rani. 

The 29 year-old put a 
metal pipe from a vacuum 
cleaner against her throat 
at their home in Victory 
Lane, Walsall, on September 
12 last year. He then burnt 
her body in a garden incin¬ 
erator. 

He then reported the 
24-year-old as missing to po¬ 
lice but when officers went 
to investigate they found 
her body. 

Ginday, who had denied 
murder but admitted man¬ 
slaughter, remained mo¬ 
tionless while sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. He was convicted by 
a jury after more than 17 
hours of deliberations. 

Sentencing him Judge 
John Warner said: “Killing 
her was a dreadful enough 
thing to have done, but what 
followed was horrible almost 
beyond imagining.” 

The couple had married 
during a lavish ceremony in 
India in March of last year. 

But Ginday had hidden 
the fact he was gay from his 
bride and when she found 
out he killed her.

warehouse 
plan passed 

PLANS for a discount ware¬ 
house creating around 60 
new jobs have been given 
the go-ahead. 

Bosses say the £1.5 mil¬ 
lion JTF outlet could be 
open at Bescot Retail Park 
in Walsall by the summer. 

The new 45,000sq ft store 
is expected to create 20 
full-time and 40 part-time 
jobs. The application was 
approved at a Walsall plan¬ 
ning committee. Council 
leader Mike Bird said: “I am 
pleasedbecause it is good for 
the area.” 
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WORK has started on a £400 mil¬ 
lion leisure and business develop¬ 
ment which will transform a site in 
Walsall town centre. 

The Gigaport project is set to 
host a cinema, pharmacy and office 
blocks to create a ‘business corri¬ 
dor’ through the town. Preparation 
work is starting on part of the site 
next to Walsall College’s Wisemore 
campus to make it ready for offices 


in the hope a firm will come forward 
to take it over. 

Building work is then expected 
to start in the summer and be com¬ 
pleted within 12 months. 

There will be a £12m, nine-screen 
Vue cinema and restaurant on land 
across the road from the college 
next to Tesco in Littleton Street, 
along with a new Jhoots Pharmacy. 

Council bosses have hailed the 


start of the work as a huge step for¬ 
ward for the long-awaited develop¬ 
ment. 

The previous buildings on the 
site, including the former 100-year- 
old engineering firm Noirit which 
relocated to a location in Portland 
Street, were pulled down in summer 
2012. Jhoots will create 30 jobs with 
its £3.2 million development. The 
firm, which currently has its head 


office in Church Street, Darlaston, 
has 35 community pharmaciesl. It 
employs around 220 staff. 

The new 20,000 sq ft HQ in Wal¬ 
sall town centre will form part of 
the 1.5 acre site and aid with the ex¬ 
pansion of the business. The coun¬ 
cil has appointed contractor Jager 
Associates to carry out remediation 
work on the site and it is expected to 
take 12 weeks to complete. 


Hundreds in roadside 


vigil tribute 


A VIGIL has taken place at the scene of a 
crash where a 12-year-old schoolboy died 
after being struck by a lorry in Brownhills last 
Thursday. 

Friends of Jack Garrington from Rushall, includ¬ 
ing around 200 pupils and staff from Shire Oak 
Academy, where he attended, took part in the mov¬ 
ing tribute which was staged at the end of the school 
day 




He passed away at the 
scene of the crash, in Ches¬ 
ter Road, Brownhills, near 
the Anchor pub despite var¬ 
ious efforts to save him. 

The grass verge was also 
covered with floral tributes, 
posters filled with hand¬ 
written messages and love 
hearts from those who knew 
him. 

About 30 claret coloured 
school ties, also lay on the 
roadside. 

A further 25 ties from the 
academy in nearby Lichfield 
Road, Walsall Wood, also 
decorate a green lamp post, 
along with flowers and a big 
poster carrying a special 
message. 

The messages states: 
‘RIP Jack’ and ‘you don’t 
know what you’ve got til it’s 
gone’. 

Shattering 

Another said: ‘Jack 

you’re always in our hearts, 
you’re never forgotten, from 
everyone’. 

Shire Oak head Gary 
Crowther has also paid trib¬ 
ute to Jack. 

He said: “This is a shat¬ 
tering loss for our academy. 

“Jack was quiet but deter¬ 
mined to do well and he had 
settled into his new school 
brilliantly. His teachers 
thought the world of him 
and so did his fellow pupils. 

“Everyone knew that 
Jack didn’t enjoy stand¬ 
ing out from the crowd but 
everyone also knew that a 
really lovely characteristic 
that Jack possessed was his 
keenness to be there for his 
friends, to be a truly good

friend to others and to help 
and be kind to others when¬ 
ever he could. 

“We feel empty, we are 
at a loss to understand why 
such a tragedy should have 
happened and our thoughts 
and deepest sympathy are 
extended to Jack’s family.” 

Police are continuing to 
investigate the crash and 
are appealing for anyone 
with information about 
what happened to come for¬ 
ward. 

Sergeant Paul Hughes, 
from the Collision Inves¬ 
tigation Unit said: “This 
happened at a time of day 
that would have seen a lot 
of traffic on Chester Road. 

“We need anyone who 
witnessed this tragic inci¬ 
dent to call me or one of my 
team. 

“The family of the boy are 
continuing to be supported 
by specialist officers as they 
come to terms with their 
tragic loss.” 

Anyone with information 
about the crash is asked to 
call the investigation team 
at the collision investigation 
unit on 101.

Our ‘lovely boy’ who was 'well-loved' 

THE devastated family of 12-year-old Jack 
Garrington have described him as a ‘lovely 
boy’. The youngster died when he was in¬ 
volved in a collision with a lorry on Chester 
Road, near the Anchor Pub, in Brownhills 
just before 3.30pm on Thursday. 

The ambulance service treated the child 
at the scene, but despite their efforts he 
died moments later. The Garrington family 
spoke of their loss and described Jack as: “a 
lovely boy who was well loved by his fam¬ 
ily.” Sgt Paul Hughes, from the Collision 


Investigation Unit, said: “Our investiga¬ 
tion is still in the early stages and we would 
again like to appeal for any witnesses who 
were in the area to come forward. 

“This happened at a time of day that 
would have seen a lot of traffic on Ches¬ 
ter Road. We need anyone who witnessed 
this tragic incident to call me or one of my 
team.” The 61-year-old lorry driver was 
spoken to and helped police with their in¬ 
quiries. The team can be contacted at the 
Collision Investigation Unit on 101.

A MAN smashed a window 
at his ex-partner’s home 
with a piece of drainage 
pipe when she would not let 
him in. Adrian Johnson ar¬ 
rived at the house on March 
5 and banged on the door in 
a drunken rage demanding 
to come in, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

When his ex-partner re¬ 
fused he took a piece of 
drainage pipe and struck 
the window with it causing 
it to smash. 

The 28-year-old, of Buck¬ 
ingham Drive, Willenhall, 
pleaded guilty to one charge 
of criminal damage. 

He also admitted being 
in breach of an earlier six 
month jail sentence for theft 
which had been suspended 
for 18 months. 

The court was told he had 
been given that sentence 
after stealing an Xbox from 
his ex-partner’s home on 
July 10, 2013. Judge Martin 
Walsh decided not to acti¬ 
vate the suspended sentence 
after being told Johnson 
was making efforts to deal 
with his alcohol problem. 
He gave him a further two- 
month suspended jail term 
for the criminal damage. 

But he said both sus¬ 
pended sentences would 
now run for two years - and 
Johnson would serve both if 
he committed any further 
breaches over that period.

Pizza Hut in Willenhall Road, Portobello 
has been targeted twice in recent weeks 
and now detectives are on the trail of the 
suspects. 

It was raided at around 9pm on February 
20 and again around 9.30pm on March 6. 

On each occasion men with crowbars and 
an axe jumped over the counter, threatened 
staff and stole cash from the till. 

Police believe the same offenders could be 
responsible for both raids and have today 


released CCTV images in a bid to identify 
them. They show the men storming into the 
premises and one of them leaving carrying a 
cash tray from a till. 

The attacks have led to security being 
stepped up at the shop. 

Offenders 

Police hope anyone who knows or recog¬ 
nises the suspects will come forward with 
information. 

DC Damon Millar, from Force CID, said: 
“We believe the offenders could be from 
the local area as they made off on foot, so 


I would urge anyone who recognises them 
to contact me on 101. “The owners of Pizza 
Hut have stepped up security at the prem¬ 
ises since the robberies, including personal 
attack alarms for all staff members.” 

Meanwhile police are examining foren¬ 
sic evidence taken from the premises and 
trawling local CCTV. 

There are up to four men with masked 
faces and all wearing dark clothing with 
hooded sports tops.

Fall proved 
to be fatal 
for drinker 

A MAN sleeping rough died 
after falling onto his face 
during a seizure and suffo¬ 
cated, an inquest heard. 

There was no evidence 
of foul play in the death of 
Paul Cant, found in the al¬ 
leyway by Home Bargains 
in Samuel Street, Bloxwich, 
on December 22. Smeth¬ 
wick Coroner’s Court heard 
47-year-old Cant was known 
to police and had a history of 
alcohol-related seizures. 

He was seen lying face 
down by a witness at around 
9.30pm in the alleyway with 
a broken bottle nearby. 

DI Philip Asquith, of 
Force CID, based at Blox¬ 
wich, said Mr Cant was 
found with no food in his 
system but also no alcohol, 
but given his chronic drink¬ 
ing, a pathologist said it 
could have been withdrawal 
that triggered the seizure. 

Mr Cant, whose last 
known address was the 
Hotel Petite on Stafford 
Road, Darlaston, had also 
had a history of suffering 
from epilepsy. Robin Bal¬ 
main, Senior Coroner for 
the Black Country, con¬ 
cluded Mr Cant’s death was 
due to an accident.

There are also specific 
sites earmarked in Aldridge, 
Bloxwich, Brownhills, 
Darlaston, Pelsall and 
Willenhall. Forms of enter¬ 
tainment can include sing¬ 
ing, dance, music, juggling 
without knives or fire, and 
drumming. 

Acts involving weapons, 
fire, nudity and animals, 
other than registered assis¬ 
tance dogs, will not be per¬ 
mitted. Buskers must have 
adequate public liability 
insurance and if aged under 
18 must be accompanied by 
an adult. Street entertain¬ 
ment would be allowed any 
day of the week between 
9am and 8pm. 

Hours could be extended 
to coincide with late night 
shopping and special events, 
but buskers will not be al¬ 
lowed to perform at any 
location for longer than an 
hour. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
portfolio holder for public 
health and protection, said: 
“We will put some kind of 
criteria in place and we will 
see how it works over the 
next 12 months.”

Joy for town postbox campaigners 


CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating af¬ 
ter Royal Mail bowed to public pres¬ 
sure and reopened their post box. 

Residents were left scratching 
their heads for a reason why the pil¬ 
lar box, in Roberts Close, Moxley, is 
out of use - and even wrote to the 
Queen to complain. 

It was taped up following a deci¬ 
sion to close the nearby post office 
that had stood in Burns Road. 


Householders and businesses 
had to make their way to another 
post office, in Kendrick Road off 
Great Bridge Road to post letters. 
When the postal service was moved 
residents were consulted, but they 
claim there was no mention of re¬ 
moving the mail box. 

Royal Mail spokesperson Val Bod- 
den said: “The postbox at Roberts 
Close, by the Burns Road estate in 


Moxley was sealed shortly after the 
nearby post office closed and moved 
a short distance away to a new lo¬ 
cation at Kendrick Road, Moxley. 
We have, however, listened to local 
residents asking for the postbox to 
be reopened.” 

Darlaston South representative 
Councillor Doug James said the 
closure of the post box two weeks 
ago was a blow to the area that is 


already suffering from a loss of trad¬ 
ers. 

He said it was taped up without 
warning without information signs 
to explain the situation. 

But he welcomed the announce¬ 
ment and said: “We are all de¬ 
lighted with this news from Royal 
Mail. Having a convenient mail box 
should be part of everyday life, part 
of being British really.” 


Murder came after 
gay secret revealed 
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An incinerator like the one Ginday used The couple’s back garden, where the body was burned 


THEY had married in a lavish Indian 
ceremony which was meant to pave 
the way for their new life together. 

But Jasvir Ginday was hiding a secret 
from his new wife - the fact that he was 
gay. And he was not going to allow her to 
let his secret come out. 

He strangled his 24-year-old new bride with a 
metal pipe from a vacuum cleaner before burn¬ 
ing her body in an incinerator in the back garden 
of their home in Victory Lane, Walsall. 

In an elaborate attempt to cover up what he 
had done the 29-year-old plotted to portray him¬ 
self as the victim and went to Walsall Police Sta¬ 
tion to report his wife as missing. He even said 
she had assaulted him by pushing him down the 
stairs when he had attempted to stop her from 
packing her bags and leaving. 

But shocked police who went to their home to 
investigate found the body of Varkha Rani after 
saying they could smell something ‘horrible’ 
near the property. 

Even when the case came to court Ginday 
claimed he wasn’t guilty of her murder. 

He instead admitted manslaughter, saying he 
didn’t mean to kill her. 

Snapped 

The defence claimed he had ‘snapped’ after his 
wife had found out about his sexuality and was 
going to expose him. 

But the jury saw through his claims and last 
Tuesday he he was found guilty of his wife’s 
murder. 

Ginday, aged 32, who was seen with scratches 
on his face, also expressed concerns to a friend 
when he claimed that Varkha had only married 
him to get into the country. 

The couple married in India in March last year 
and Varkha arrived in the UK on August 10. 
Ginday said he had visited India for less than a 
week in October 2012 and met 15 women before 
choosing Varkha to be his arranged match. 

On the day of the murder on September 12 last 
year, the couple had been into Walsall town cen¬ 
tre with other family members. They returned 
home in the afternoon and were left in the prop¬ 
erty alone when Ginday’s mother went out. 

When the body was discovered police officers 
had gone to the house to investigate the missing 
person report. During the trial, it was suggested 
that Varkha’s remains may have been taken 
away by binmen if they had not been found by 
police. A post mortem on his wife’s body had 
been unable to give a conclusive medical cause of 
death due to ‘extensive heat damage’. 

Pathologist Dr Alexandar Kolar, who carried 
out the post mortem, said there were signs of 
lacerations and a fractured skull, believed to 


have been sustained after she had died. Det Sgt 
Sangha said it had taken some time to identify 
Varkha’s body due to there being no dental re¬ 
cords for her in the UK. “We had to wait for her 
dad to come into the country so we could get 
a DNA sample from him and establish it was 
Varkha who was found in the bin,” he said. 

During the course of the trial, the jury heard 
that Sgt Rachel Bell, a custody officer at Blox- 
wich police station, said Ginday was calm and 
composed when he was brought in. He was kept 
under constant supervision after expressing 
concerns about previous suicidal thoughts and a 
history of depression, but a doctor found him fit 


enough to be detained, interviewed and charged. 

The jury was told that traces of DNA were 
found on a metal pole and claw hammer dis¬ 
covered at the scene and matched the profile of 
Varkha. On the day of the murder, Ginday had 
been captured on CCTV going to a service sta¬ 
tion in the early afternoon.He was then seen put¬ 
ting fuel into a drinks bottle, but being a small 
amount staff decided not to challenge him. 

Former Alumwell School and Wolverhampton 
University student Ginday, who had also admit¬ 
ted perverting the course of justice, claimed his 
wife had confronted him over gay material she 
had found on his iPhone and iPad. 


Club gets

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THERE was a bigger scandal 
than the resignation of Maria 
Miller as Culture Secretary; the 
sacking of Michael Fabricant as 
a Conservative party vice chair¬ 
man. 

The always-entertaining blond 
bombshell that is Lichfield MP 
‘Mickey Fab’ was dropped be¬ 
cause he is about to lead a 
rebellion of Tories concerned 
about the route of the planned 
high speed rail line. But the final 
straw that saw him stripped of 
his prominent role was his re¬ 
marks about Mrs Miller. 

On the day Willenhall-born 
Mrs Miller finally bowed to public 
and political pressure to go over 
her expenses claims, Mr Fabri¬ 
cant said on Twitter that it was 
‘about time’. 

And when the party asked 
him if he’d stand aside for that, 
he stood his ground. Resigna¬ 
tion, Fabbo says, would imply 
he thought he’d done something 
wrong. And he doesn’t think he 
has. 

His more long-term disagree¬ 
ment with his party leaders, 
over HS2, is not unique to the 
MP. Both Staffordshire County 
Council and Lichfield District 
Council are formally opposed to 
the line and both are controlled 
by the Tories. 

The Fabricant affair is actually 
a far more troubling one for the 
Tories than the Maria Miller one. 
Or, at least, it ought to be. 

What the party effectively says 
to its members, as they start 
campaigning for the council and 
European elections is this: Claim 
thousands of pounds more than 
you should have from the tax¬ 
payer for your second home and 
then make a 32-second perfunc¬ 
tory apology for your attitude 
and you’ll have the full backing 
of your leader. 

But speak your mind as well 
as the views of the majority of 
the country and your constit¬ 
uents on a matter of trust and 
integrity in politics as well as a 
hugely costly and controver¬ 
sial piece of infrastructure and 
you’re sacked. 

□□□□□ 

Ed Miliband is still adamant 
that the country is in a ‘cost of 
living crisis’. His solution is to 
promise to devolve £20 billion of 
taxpayers’ money held in White¬ 
hall to city and county regions. 
This means eventual investment 
in infrastructure and skills, even¬ 
tually meaning more businesses 
create jobs, eventually meaning 
people have more money to 
spend. 

Meanwhile, on the way back 
to the office from Birmingham, 
where Mr Miliband made that 
announcement, a lady on the 
Midland Metro grumbled at the 
£5.70 cost of her return ticket. 

She hadn’t had the benefit of 
sitting and listening to Ed Mili¬ 
band speak at length about the 
‘cost of living crisis’ before he 
was chauffeured away in a Land 
Rover. 


IN THE age of text-speak, Twit¬ 
ter and whatever other means 
youngsters use to communicate 
today, teachers really have their 
work cut out trying to instil the 
importance of spelling, punctua¬ 
tion and grammar.

Whatever danger 
they’ll deal with it 


Trapped worker or cow, a 
specialist team of firefight¬ 
ers is ready, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 

THEIR challenges have includ¬ 
ed winching a man to safety 
from the side of a skyscraper 
to rescuing a builder covered 
up to his neck in soil at the bot¬ 
tom of an 18ft trench. And they 
also put out fires. 

The West Midlands Fire Service 
Technical Rescue Unit (TRU) is a 
specialist team of firefighters de¬ 
ployed on the toughest, high-risk 
call-outs where disaster can lurk 
around every corner. 

Based at Bickenhill Fire Station, near 
to Birmingham’s NEC, the four eight- 
man crews support regular crews when 
their specialised skills and equipment 
are required. And the Black Country 
now has its own unit, with a 32-man 
team stationed in Wednesbury. 

Collapsed 

The units are charged with tackling 
the most complex jobs, including sea and 
river rescues, flooding assistance, rope, 
confined space and altitude rescue and 
casualty extrication. 

One dramatic scene involved the TRU 
assisting other emergency services with 
the rescue of a construction worker who 
had become trapped under two tons of 
soil when a trench he was working on 
collapsed. 

When the crew arrived at Barclay 
Road, Bearwood, the man was covered 
up to his neck 18ft down in the trench. 

Crew Commander Rob Norman, 
of Blue Watch, says: “One side of the 
trenches had caved in leaving one of 
the workers trapped in the bottom of 
the trench.” Only his head was visible.

“We worked with ambulance crews 
and other fire crews, using specialist 
stretcher equipment and a hoist to ex¬ 
tricate him from the hole. 

“It was a long and complicated job be¬ 
cause there was a danger the rest of the 
trench could collapse at any minute.” 

Last year the team was called out to a 
house in the West Midlands to assist an 
obese woman who was trapped in her 
bedroom and was struggling to breathe. 

“The woman was more than 30 stone 
and needed to leave the house for ur¬ 
gent hospital treatment,” Mr Norman 


says. “She was having breathing diffi¬ 
culties but had become housebound and 
because of her size paramedics were 
unable to get her to an ambulance. She 
was basically trapped in an upstairs 
room.” 

The crew decided the quickest way to 
bring her out was to cut away the win¬ 
dow frame of the upstairs bedroom and 
use ropes and a stretcher to winch her 
down 

In February the unit was called to 
Handsworth Wood, Birmingham, to 
help after a large tree blew over in gale 


force winds and crushed a car, trapping 
three passengers, two of whom were 
seriously injured. Mr Norman says: “It 
was a delicate and intensive operation 
because the tree had completely crushed 
the roof of the vehicle and three people 
were trapped inside unable to move.” 

The units were developed in the UK as 
part of the government’s anti-terrorism 
measures after the 9/11 attacks in the 
US and London bombings in July 2005. 

“We are trained and kitted out to deal 
with large scale operations,” Mr Nor¬ 
man says. “But the principal remains 
the same whatever situation we are de¬ 
ployed to deal with, be it a traffic colli¬ 
sion involving heavy transportation or 
an animal rescue.” 

He adds: “If a job requires us to 
cut through concrete or steel we are 
equipped to deal with it, and the same 
applies to heavy lifting or rope rescues.” 

Since April 2013 the units have added 
a more conventional task to their remit 
- tending to fires. “Initially we were 
firefighters who dealt with almost every 
incident except fires,” Mr Norman says 
“But that changed last year.” 

Pressure 

The unit took on 32 recruits in prepa¬ 
ration for the official opening of the 
Black Country’s first Technical Rescue 
Unit at Wednesbury Fire Station on 
April 1. The trained firefighters have 
been through a rigorous training process 

One, Steve Mann, says: “The training 
is hard and you have to take on a lot of 
extra skills. Often you have to make de¬ 
cisions quickly and under pressure.” 

A crew from the TRU was called to 
perform a training exercise when Bir¬ 
mingham’s iconic The Cube was under 
construction in 2010. 

Mr Norman says: “They were asking 
the questions ‘what do we do if someone 
gets hurt whilst working 100ft in the 
air?’, ‘how do we get someone up there 
to deal with an incident?’ Showing peo¬ 
ple how to deal with potentially difficult 
situations is part of our job.”

A GRAMOPHONE has been 
stolen from a specialist mu¬ 
sic store that opened less 
than a year ago. 

The one-year-old HMV repro¬ 
duction instrument worth £75 
was taken from LP’s Paradise in 
Victorian Arcade, Walsall. 

A man and a woman aged in their 
40s and 50s entered the store and dis¬ 
tracted manager Lisa Powell while a 
younger man, believed to be their son, 
stole the record player. 

Miss Powell said: “I was in the 


shop on my own because my mum 
had popped out and the man and the 
woman surrounded me at the till and 
began talking really loudly blocking 
my view. 

“I thought it would be wise to stay 
by the till because we have a lot of 
our expensive items around that part 
of the shop but I saw the couple’s son 
put his coat over the gramophone and 
take it outside. 

“I confronted his parents who de¬ 
nied all knowledge and said they didn’t 
even have a son. 

“The record player isn’t even that 
expensive so I can’t see why they

Murder victim's widow 
in appeal to find killers 


TAKEAWAY driver Yasar Ab¬ 
bas never got to meet his 
youngest child. 

His wife was pregnant when he 
was murdered after being lured to 
an address in Alumwell, Walsall 
and pounced on by masked am- 
bushers last year. 

The 28-year-old died from head 
injuries inflicted by a ‘heavy bladed 
weapon’. His grieving widow and de¬ 
tectives have this week renewed their 
appeal for information to try to bring 
his killers to justice. Mr Abbas was 
attacked at around 12.20am on April 
13 last year where he was lured with a 
bogus takeaway order. 

Mr Abbas’s wife Shabnam Bi was 
expecting a child at the time of his 
death.The baby boy, Mohammed, was 
born on May 2 last year just hours 
after his father’s funeral. Tragically, 
his brother Daniel, aged four, still asks 
his heartbroken mum when his daddy 
will be coming home. Nine people have 
been arrested in the past 12 months 
and all remain on police bail. 

Mr Abbas was attacked while deliv¬ 
ering a Chinese takeaway in Madison 
Avenue - an address believed to have 
been given by the killers who had 
planned to trap the 28-year-old. 

He died days later in Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital following 
three operations to try and relieve 
swelling around his brain. 

Shabnam said: “Everyone talks 
about how quick a year has gone by 
since my husband’s death but for me 
and our children this year has gone by 
so slowly and painfully. I just wish we 
could get some peace of mind by know¬ 
ing his murderers are locked up.” 

Det Insp Gary Plant said: “We re¬ 
main hopeful that someone will come 
forward with information about Mr 
Abbas’s killers.” Anyone with infor¬ 
mation should call police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111.

Worker ran drugs racket 


A WAREHOUSE worker who laun¬ 
ched a drug dealing racket outside his 
workplace has been locked up for two 
years and nine months. 

Security staff at the TK Maxx distri¬ 
bution centre in Green Lane, Walsall 
became suspicious when CCTV kept 
showing Zakir Hussain going out to 
meet people in their car park, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. Mr 
Graham Russell, prosecuting, said: 
“Most of the visitors were in motor 
cars. The defendant touched hands 
with them or made an exchange.” 

Cameras captured nine such meet¬ 
ings in 10 days and police moved in 
after spotted 30-year-old banned mo¬ 


torist Hussain driving a white Ford 
Focus away from the distribution cen¬ 
tre on October 11. They found eight 
wraps of cocaine hidden - worth £166 
in a secret compartment under the 
steering wheel - and £138 cash. 

Officers went to his home in Far- 
ringdon Street, Birchills, where a 
sniffer dog discovered a nail file and 
weighing machine with traces of co¬ 
caine behind a false panel along with 
over £1000, said Mr Russell. 

Father of three Hussain claimed 
that he had been forced to sell cocaine 
to pay off his own drug debt. He admit¬ 
ted possessing cocaine with intent to 
supply and driving while disqualified.

Remains 
scandal is 
under fire 
from chief 


A HOSPITAL boss has admitted it is ‘worry¬ 
ing’ and ‘concerning’ that it took a Freedom 
of Information request to uncover the fact 
that unborn babies’ remains were kept for up 
to four years rather than being cremated. 

Richard Kirby, Walsall healthcare NHS Trust chief 
executive said the hospital should have noticed. 

He said there were 86 oc- B by WjM Ackermann 
casions where remains from B_II_ 


miscarriages or termina¬ 
tions were kept for longer 
than they should have bee. 

Speaking at last week’s 
health scrutiny and per¬ 
formance panel meeting, 
he said: “There are two 
worrying things: the fact it 
happened and the distress 
it caused, and also the fact 
we did not spot this is also 
concerning. 

“It is one of the things we 
have asked the independent 
review to look at.” 

Of the 86 sets of ‘foetal 
remains’, 82 were from ter¬ 
minations of miscarriages in 
2012 and 2013, but two were 
from 2011 and another two 
were from 2010. 

The scandal has been 
blamed on an administra¬ 
tive error. Atlast Wednes¬ 
day’s meeting, Mr Kirby 
explained that forms al¬ 


lowing for the remains to 
be cremated had not been 
signed by a clinician to say 
there had never been any 
sign of life, as they should 
have been. 

He added: “Clearly this is 
something that should not 
have happened and part of 
the response already has 
been to make an, I hope 
sincere, apology to anybody 
who has been affected by 
this. It will have caused dis¬ 
tress to a number of people 
and I am genuinely sorry for 
that.” 

Around 700 foetal re¬ 
mains are kept at Walsall 
Manor every year until the 
appropriate paperwork has 
been completed. They are 
usually stored in the hospi¬ 
tal’s mortuary for between 
one and three months, be¬ 
fore they can be cremated.

Minister declares war on 
borough failing schools

FAILING schools will not 
be tolerated, a Government 
chief declared as he visited 
Walsall, where seven have 
been placed in special meas¬ 
ures in recent months. 

But Skills and Enterprise Min¬ 
ister Matthew Hancock insisted 
the borough’s schools can im¬ 
prove ‘with the right leadership 
and management’ - and held up 
Walsall College as a ‘shining ex¬ 
ample’. 

Mr Hancock was visiting the col¬ 
lege to mark the first anniversary of 
its job shop, which helps people find 
apprenticeships and work. He spoke 
to staff and some of the more than 
600 apprentices that have found full¬ 
time work in the last 12 months - but 
also addressed the problems faced by 
schools across the borough. 

Seven schools have been rated in¬ 
adequate and been placed in special 
measures and Mr Hancock said the 
Government ‘holds no truck with poor 
quality provision in schools and col¬ 
leges’. 

He said: “While we celebrate out¬ 
standing education like I have seen 
at Walsall College, we are also taking 
tough action where schools fail their 
pupils.” 

But he added: “I’m certain, that 
with strength of leadership and high 
expectations for all standards, and 
with a clear plan, that any education 
area can turn itself around. Even in 
the toughest parts of London that had 
some of the worst standards of educa¬ 
tion, it has been turned around.” 

The visit came just hours after Mr 
Hancock had unveiled new legisla¬

Deal over 
parking is 
planned in 
homes bid 


AN end to parking chaos outside two schools 
and a leisure centre may be close in a deal 
to include an overspill car park as part of a 
housing plan. 

The plot opposite Cheslyn Hay Sport & Communi¬

Mr Brown, a retired char¬ 
tered town planner, has 
been farming the land for 
12 years but has decided to 
put some of it forward in re¬ 
sponse to the council’s call 
for possible housing sites. 

He said: “At the moment,

this is just one of several 
possible sites but there’s no 
question that it is unique 
in being able to resolve this 
parking problem. The op¬ 
portunity is here if people 
want it. 

“I’ve been a town planner 
for over 40 years so I am 
naturally concerned about 
how any development might 
affect local residents. There 
is clearly an overwhelming 
need for extra car parking 
here, not just for greater 
parental convenience but 
more importantly, for child 
safety. The present car 
parking arrangements are 
totally inadequate.”

C ould you see Shameless’s 
Frank Gallagher as Tommy 
Cooper? Perhaps not, but 
David Threlfall has long had that 
chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
role, no matter how unlikely. 

For a decade it seemed Threlfall 
was forever destined to play dole 
cheat Gallagher in Channel 4’s hit 
drama. Thankfully over the last 
couple of years he has gone back to 
inhabiting a variety of real and 
fictional characters. Last year he was 
on top form as retired detective Len 
Harper in BBC drama What 
Remains. Now he’s doing an 
uncanny take on Tommy Cooper in 
this drama paying tribute to the iconic 
magician and comedian who passed 
away 30 years ago this month. 

It focuses largely on Cooper’s 
relationships with two women - his 
wife Gwen (Amanda Redman) and 
Mary Kay (Helen McCrary), the 
assistant with whom he had a 
17-year affair which only ended when 
he collapsed and died live on TV in 
1984. 

In the flesh, Threlfall is light years 
away from many of his more famous 


finds 
in the 

creations. There’s none of the hammy 
am dram thespian he played in Hot 
Fuzz (a film he still hasn’t seen), and 
his ability to morph into Cooper for 
this drama is remarkable. 

“It’s his story from ’67 to the night 
he died inclusive, and I guess the 
back story of what he was doing 
publicly and some of his private life,” 
explains David. “What’s nice about it 
is it’s a period piece, and it nods to 
the people of a certain age who 
knew Tommy Cooper and either 
really liked him or worshipped him 
because he was a completely special 
one-off.” 

At 15 stone, and standing six foot 
four, Cooper was a unique sight on 
any stage. Despite being a skilled 
magician, it was his failed tricks that 
brought the house down. But off 
stage, his love of booze and 
subsequent poor health took its toll. 

David was well aware of how 
important it was to give a faithful 
performance: “People use the word 
‘genius’ too much, but I think you can 
apply it to (Spike) Milligan, you can 
apply it to Tommy Cooper... so no 
pressure at all trying to portray that,” 
he laughs. “But I had a go. So there’s

bits of his life at home and what he 
was all about, which was wanting to 
make people laugh.” After making this 
drama, Threlfall was snapped up by 
Oscar-winning film-maker Kevin 
McDonald to work on submarine 
salvage drama Black Sea, which is 
released later in the year. 

“I’ve sort of slipped back onto the 
variety bandwagon if you like,” 
explains David. “I always like, if I can 
and people are willing to let me have 
a go, be pretty varied about the kind 
of work I get involved with, but I’m 
not one of these people that say, 
“Well, I’m doing this now and I’ve got 
this lined up” and all that. There’s no 
plans after I finish on Black Sea.” 

However, with a body of work 
including King Lear (with Laurence 
Olivier), and now one of the kings of 
British comedy, there’s little chance of 
him settling for an early retirement 
just yet. “I’ve always been a working 
actor,” he explains. “If a job comes up 
and people want me to have a go, 
that’s what I do. “If I can have a year 
where I can do What Remains, then 
Tommy Cooper, then a sub mariner 
in Black Sea, that’s good and I’m 
happy and grateful for that.”

SEAT offers 
sporty route 
to get green 
credentials

If you thought all economy-minded cars were 
bland and boring, take a look at SEAT’S Leon 
Ecomotive. 

It retains a degree of fun yet will still return fuel con¬ 
sumption figures of 85.6mpg and emit just 87g/km 
of carbon dioxide. With prices starting at less than 
£20,000, it’s not going to break too many budgets. 

With this latest third generation car, the Leon once again 
feels like a quality product inside and out. 

Power comes from a 1.6-litre TDI diesel, mated in this 
instance to a six-speed manual transmission the ratios of 
which are spaced for optimum efficiency. 

This gearbox is a fundamental difference between the 
Leon Ecomotive and the standard Leon 1.6 TDI, which itself 
emits a very modest 99 g/km, but only gets a five-speed 
manual gearbox. Other changes over the standard Leon 

I. 6 TDI include a higher engine output, up from 105PS to 
HOPS, and the fitment of low rolling resistance tyres. The 
sprint to 62mph comes and goes in around 10 seconds, so 
the car isn’t by any means sluggish, although the relatively 
narrow tyres aren’t going to be the very last word in ultimate 
grip when cornering. 

The chassis of the SEAT Leon is simple in its architec¬ 
ture with MacPherson strut front suspension, while the rear 
uses torsion beam suspension. As with the rest of the Leon 
range, a lot of work has gone into improving the car’s refine¬ 
ment, with particular attention devoted to isolating engine 
vibrations and optimising airflow over the body at speed. 

SEAT hasn’t left too many stones unturned in its quest to 
optimise the fuel economy of the Leon Ecomotive. To that 
end, as well as the low rolling resistance tyres, it also gets 
a slippery body package comprising rear and side spoilers 
and the suspension is lowered by 15mm, while the radiator 
grille is unique to the Ecomotive. The effect is quite subtle 
though and you still get features like 16-inch alloy wheels, 
front fog lights with cornering function. Rest assured, it 
doesn’t look like a penny-pincher’s sort of car. 

Prices start at just over £19,000 for the three-door SC 
coupe, with the five-door hatch tacking £300 onto those 
prices and the ST estate weighing in at around £20,500. 
That’s not at all bad value for money compared with, say, 
a Golf TDI BlueMotion, which costs the best part of £21,000 
in hatchback form. Just because you’re paying less doesn’t 
mean that this car has been ruthlessly de-contented either. 
The Ecomotive is based on the popular SE specification 
and as such, gets features such as a leather steering wheel 
and gear knob, air conditioning, electric windows all around 
(aside from SC versions), a Bluetooth hands-free phone 
system, SEAT’S Easy Connect multimedia system, and a 
front armrest/storage box. 

Get in quick and you may well find your car fitted with the 
otherwise optional Technology Pack, which endows it with 
full-LED headlights (including their distinctive strip-LED day¬ 
time running lights), satellite navigation and a DAB radio - 
so every medium-wave radio talk show rant can be enjoyed 
in crystal clear digital quality. 

Consumption 

The big draw with the Leon Ecomotive is its incredibly 
low day to day running costs. Fuel consumption is rated at 
85.6mpg, while emissions are a super-low 87g/km. Both of 
those figures are better than you’d get from a Toyota Prius 
hybrid. But how does this MK3 Leon Ecomotive achieve a 
12g/km improvement over the second-generation version, 
despite being more powerful? Well, it’s largely achieved by 
a 90kg weight reduction and a 10 per cent improvement in 
aerodynamic efficiency. These changes help this car travel 

II. 3 miles further per gallon of fuel than the standard Leon 
1.6 TDI, according to their respective combined consump¬ 
tion ratings. 

As with every other model in the Leon range, this Eco¬ 
motive variant comes with an Energy Recovery set-up and 
a Start/Stop System, the former to capture and store brake 
energy otherwise lost as heat, which can be used to power 
electrical systems, and the latter to shut down the engine 
when the car is at a standstill, preserving fuel. 

The SEAT Leon Ecomotive is a strong all-round package 
with little in the way of significant caveats. The pricing is 
tight, the economy and emissions are right up there with the 
best, residuals are looking rosy and you even get a choice 
of three well-equipped body styles with much-improved 
build quality. Show me how SEAT’S going wrong there. 

Okay, so if you buy into the whole SEAT sports thing, you 
might well find the Leon Ecomotive not quite as exciting as 
some other models in the range, but it’s still a decent drive, 
certainly offering a good deal more involvement than a Pri¬ 
us. It depends on what you’re looking for from family-sized 
eco-minded transport. If you don’t want to make too many 
compromises from a ‘normal’ family car, the SEAT will be for 
you. If you want to look conspicuously green, choose a hy¬ 
brid. One thing’s for sure though. I’d back the Leon Ecomo¬ 
tive to win any such comparison when it came to three year 
running costs. We’re always looking for ways to cut costs 
without affecting desirability. SEAT has the answer.

A top-class 
performer 
off-road and 
a true icon

In a Miss Universe contest the Jeep Wrangler 
wouldn’t get past the third reserves to strut 
its stuff and say how much it likes travelling, 
children and cuddly kittens. 

Because, let’s face it, the Wrangler is no beauty - not even 
a pretty little thing. Although it certainly has iconic looks and 
ones which you would never forget. 

But where it does win hands down is in its ability to get 
down and dirty and take on just about any difficult road con¬ 
ditions and be an ultimate off-road machine. 

Oh, and by the by, on-road its ride is more than OK for a 
car like this. 

While I didn’t actually need full off-road abilities during a 
road test a couple of weeks ago, I did need a car with plenty 
of grip and clearance during the floods. 

I rather fondly called it my ‘Tonka’ toy as I traversed roads 
awash with water and mud - and bumped in and out of the 
massive potholes which have appeared during the past few 
months. 

Earlier this year the legendary Wrangler demonstrated its 
award-winning credentials after taking 4x4 magazine’s 4x4 
of the Year, for the second year running. The award, which 
goes specifically to the four-door Wrangler, came from the 
specialist publication’s panel of expert judges, who put the 
rugged US-built off-roader above some extremely capable 
competitors. 

Its off-road prowess shone as it used its immense power 
and torque while delivering a gorgeously low, first crawler 
gear when finesses was needed. Towing is also easy for this 
meaty vehicle. And while it is rough and tough looking, in¬ 
side it is comfortable and well equipped, offering good value 
for money. In fact, its standard specification offers so much, 
there is very little to opt for in ‘extras’. On the list, far too 
extensive to go into detail here, are 18in x 7.5in alloy wheels 
painted in satin silver with 255/70 R18 on/off-road tyres, 
front fog lights, air conditioning with automatic tempera¬ 
ture control, front and rear electric windows, trip computer, 
media centre including radio, Uconnect phone with voice 
command, USB connectivity and 6.5in colour touchscreen 
satellite navigation, Infinity premium audio system, Com- 
mand-Trac shift-on-the-fly 4WD system, hill descent control 
and hill start assist. 

Fold-down 

The Wrangler comes in three versions - Sport, Sahara 
and 70th Anniversary - with two and four-door options. It 
has removable doors, exposed hinges, a fold-down wind¬ 
screen and innovative removable and convertible tops — 
great for living in the great outdoors when it’s dry! 

The Jeep Freedom Top, a three-piece modular hardtop, 
is standard across the range and provides more options for 
open-air driving. I did try removing the hardtop, during one 
brief dry spell, and aside from being a little short to manhan¬ 
dle it, found it easy to remove and put back. 

There’s plenty of room for five adults, even in the four 
door, and adequate load space. 

The driver can operate almost everything from the steer¬ 
ing wheel including the radio, cruise control and hands¬ 
free phone. But one annoying thing about the phone is the 
‘voice’. 

It really is hands-free, except for putting your thumb 
down on the button on the steering wheel to call or answer. 
You request your service by voice activation, lovely, and it 
even reads your phone book to find numbers. You say the 
name and hey presto it calls , except its reading ability is a 
little odd and you get some very amusing versions of your 
friend’s names repeated back to you for confirmation! 

With high ground clearance combined with short front 
and rear overhangs, the Jeep Wrangler has the ability to 
conquer challenging off-road obstacles, especially severe 
inclines. Off-road enthusiasts recognise the key numbers: 
an approach angle of 37.8 degrees, breakover angle of 25.5 
degrees and departure angle of 29.7 degrees. 

The engine for all Jeep Wrangler models is a 2.8-litre V-6 
CRD producing 197bhp with a standard six-speed manu¬ 
al gearbox with stop-start technology or an available five- 
speed automatic transmission (460 Nm of torque). 

Sport and Sahara models are equipped with the sec¬ 
ond-generation Command-Trac NV241 part-time, two-speed 
transfer case with a 2.72:1 low-range gear ratio. 

A little history is worth mentioning here. The modern day 
Wrangler dates back to the first Willys MB Jeep first pro¬ 
duced in 1941,making it the oldest off-road vehicle make, 
and the first civilian models were produced in 1945. 

It inspired a number of other light utility vehicles, such 
as the Land Rover, which is the second oldest four-wheel 
drive brand. The original Jeep vehicle was the primary light 
four-wheel drive vehicle of the United States Army and Allies 
during World War Two, as well as the postwar period. 

Now it’s modern-day descendant is used mainly by seri¬ 
ous off-roaders and Jeep ‘nuts’. From the tragedy of war to 
pure fun and enjoyment, what a glorious journey,

Skipper wants to resolve contract quickly

further year. 

Butler is hopeful of resolving his future 
soon and revealed he will hold further talks 
with manager Dean Smith before making a 
final decision. 

“I’m talking to Dean now and hopefully 
we get something sorted soon,” he said. 
“I’ve had a few chats with him and we will

see what happens. I’ve enjoyed my time 
here. The last three-and-a-half years have 
been brilliant for me. They have made me a 
better player than I ever was before. 

“I’m still enjoying myself. I just need to 
talk to the gaffer now to see what is hap¬ 
pening.” 

When pressed if he was likely to stay, 
Butler replied: “I don’t want to say I’m 
not staying because I do like this place. The 
gaffer has been good to me and I do enjoy 
it. It’s just a few little things I have to talk 


to the gaffer about.” Butler, who has made 
more than 150 appearances since joining as 
a free agent in 2010, also rejected rumours 
his move home to live in Yorkshire last year 
would have any bearing on his decision. 

The centre-back currently commutes to 
training with team-mates Richard O’Don¬ 
nell, Nicky Featherstone and Craig West- 
carr. 

“I have heard people asking about my 
travelling but it has been a year now,” he 
said. “It’s been good, we have a good car 
pool and time travels fast. That has not 
been a problem, it is not an issue. I just 


want to speak to the gaffer now and see 
what the plans are for next year.” 

Whatever the future holds, Butler is keen 
for a quick resolution and wants to avoid 
the kind of saga which surrounded Will 
Grigg and Febian Brandy last summer, who 
both left the club after prolonged talks. 

“I do want it tied up,” he said. “I’m 30 so 
I have to start tying my future up early I 
think because not too many want a 30-year- 
old now.It’s something I have got to try and 
sort out pretty quickly, just for both sides 
really, I don’t want to mess anybody about.”

Sam Mantom missed 
the chance to level from 12 
yards in the second half, 
as his spot-kick was saved 
by visiting keeper Simon 
Moore. 

With the play-offs now 
gone, Chambers believes the 
Saddlers have not matched 
their potential. 

“It’s easy to say the table 
does not lie but for me I be¬ 
lieve we are one of the top 
six teams in this division,” 
he added. 

“I would not want to put a 
target on where I want us to 
finish now, I’ve only just re¬ 
signed myself to the fact we 
won’t be in the top six but 
I really want us to kick on 
these next few games. 

“When you look at the 
table and you have just 
missed out, you have some¬ 
thing to be proud about. 

“I think if you sit mid-ta- 
ble it is mediocrity. 

“For us, as players, staff 
and fans, I think we all 
know the potential at this 
place is better than that.”
